Memorandum of Conversation between Willian C. Bullitt American 
Ambassador to France, and the German Minister for Foreign iffairs, 
Von Neurath, in Berlin, on May 18, 1936. 
I called on Von Neurath, Minister for Foreign Affairs, on May 18th 
and had a long talk on the general European situations. 


Von Neurath said that it was the policy of the German Government to 
до nothing active in foreign affairs until "the Rhineland had been 
digested". He explained that he meant that until the German fortifications 
had been constructed on the French and Bolgien fronti ers, the German 
Government would do everything possible to prevent rather than encourage 
an outbreak by the Nazis in austria and would pursue a quiet line with 
regard to Czechoslovakia, "As soon as our fortifications are constructed 
апа the countries of Central Europe realize that France mnnot enter 
German territory at will, all those countries will begin to feel very 
differently about their foreign policies and a new constellation will 
develop," he said. 


We then discussed the position of the Little Entent, and Von Neurath 
seid that he could assure me with absolute certainty that Yugoslavia 
positively would not recognize the Soviet Government, Yugoslavia defini- 
tely had refused to join Rumania and Czechoslovakia in forming a bloc 
under Russian hegemony, He said that Germany's relations with Yugoslavia 
had improved greatly. He accompanied the latter statement with something 
like a wink, which I took to mean that some sort of definite understanding, 
had been reached between Germany and Yugoslavia, 


In discussing France, he said that he could swear to me that the 
deepest desire of Hitler was to come to a real understanding with France. 
He added that I knew from the many conversations we had had on this 
subject over a long period of years that to establish a Franco--German 
understanding had always been the cors of his personal fuxeign policy. 

He then said he regretted that there seemed to hin tu@ay not the slightest 
chance of bringing about a reconciliaticn between France and Germany. He 
asserted that every attempt he or Hitier had made to draw closer to the 
French had resulted in either no reply from France or a rebuff. 


Von Neurath then stated that no understanding had been reached between 
Germany and Italy and admitted that the demonstretions of friendship 
between Germany and Italy were mere demonstrations without basis in 
reality. He went on to say that at the present time he could see no 
way to reconcile the conflicting interests of Germany and Italy in 
Austria, He said that there were three chief reasons why the German 
Government was urging the austrian Nazis to remain quiet at the present 
time, The first was that Mussolini had today the greater part of his 
army mobilized on the Austrian border ready to strike and that he would 
certainly strike if he should have a good excuse, The second reason 
for urging Austrian Nazis to remain quiet for the present was that the 
Mazi movenent was growing stronger daiiy in Austria. The youth of 
Austria was turning rore and more toward the Nazis ond the dominance 
of the Nazi Party in Austria wos inevitable anû only а question of time. 
The third reason was that until the German fortifications had been con- 
structed on the French border en involverent of Germany in war with

With regard to England, he said that he regretted greatly that no 
really friendly contact had been estcblished between the German and 
British Governments, І asked hir if he meant that ho did not talk and 
could not talk with Eden or the British /лфеввсдог in Berlin as simply 
and directly as he wos talking to re, He replied that he absolutely 
couid not and that it was totally impossible, I asked him what he thought

We discussed relations between Germany and the Soviet Government. 
Von Neurath said that he considered the hostility between Gexmany and 
the Soviet Union adsolutely irremoveabie,. He asserted that the Soviet 
Union believed that Nazi Germany was the one obstacle to tho conquest 
of Europe by Communism, There could be no enc, therefore, to the hostil- 
ity betwecn the two States. He asserted that recently tno German secret 
police had found that the Soviet Covermment, through the Comintern, was 
pushing the Communist movement in Germany with greater intensity than 
ever before. 


With regard to internal affairs and particularly the appointment 
of Gocring as Schacht's superior, Neurath made the following assertions: 


(1) He said that about two months ago Hitler had said to him that 
it was absolutely necessary to do something to protect Schacht from the 
attacks of certain Nazi Party institutions ond individuals wno were in 
the habit of using foreign exchange in large quantities without Schacht's 
permission or control. I asked him what institutions he meant and he 
said that the worst was the linistry of Propaganda under Goebbels which 
had been spending millions on forcign propaganda utterly without result. 
He asserted that Hitler had said to him he felt it would be desireable 
to shelter Schacht behind the broad figure of Goering, who had great 
prestige and power in the countzy and the Nozi Party. He asserted that 
the arrangement had been mado with the full consent and approval of 
Doctor Schacht and that it was working very well, 


He asserted that at major conferences to consider economic affairs 
Schacht and Goering both presided and that Gcoring interferred only if 
certain party chiefs refused to accept Schacht's authority. He asserted 
that he expected the present arrangement to give satisfactory results 
and to last for a considerable period. 


I suggested to Von Neurath that if, as he had pointed cut to me in 
a previous conversation, those colonies which Germany could hope to re- 
acquire could not provide sufficient raw materials to produce any amelior- 
ation in the German economic situation, it seemed most unwise at a time 
when it was desirable to have as mich British support as possible, to 
raise the question of colonies needlessly. Не replied that he had 
somewhat revised his views since he had talked to me on this subject, 
and said that there were certain colonics which might be most useful, 
notabiy the Cameroonse Не seemed to indicate, by further remarks on 
the subject, that Germany would attempt to obtain the Cameroons but would 
not push seriously other coloniel claims for the present. 


I asked Von Neurath when he would reply to the British note of 
inquiry as to the meaning of Hitler's peace proposals. He answered that 
the German Government would take its own time about replying, that the 
reply would certainly not be made in the near future. 


He went on to say that the entire matter of the British note of 
inquiry had been mishandled grossly by the British Foreign Officee He 
said that Sir Eric Fhipps had brought hin the note with the request to

In a letter of the 11th of March Your Excellency has inforined.us 
that the Royal British Governrent had received the news that a German 


ultimatum was presented in Vienna, deman:ing the resignation of the 
Chancellor, his replacement by the Minis jor of the Intorioi, the 
formation of a new Cebine; with a twe-th? rds najority of national 
socialist members and the reedmittanse o; the Austrian Legion. In 
case these reports should prove right, the Ro¥al British Government 


have protested against such coercioi based on force ar.d exerted on an 


independent country in order to create & situation incomputible with 
its national indeperdcace. 


In the name of the German Government I mst point out here that 
the Royal British Government hes no right to assume the role of a 
protector of Austria's indevenéeres. In the course of diplomatic 
consultations on the Justrian qucetion, the German Government never 
left any doubt with the Reyal British Goverrment that the formation of 
relations between Germany and austria could hot be considered anything 
but the inner concern of the German 6922۵ظ‎ aad thet it did not affect 
third Powers. It is superfluous to peiterate the historical and 
political reasons for this standpoint. 


For this reason the German Goverument must, as a matter of course, 


reject as unacceptable the conditional protest lodged by the Royal 
British Government. 


In refereuce to tho news mentioned in Tour Letter, that the 
German Government had made ultimative demamós in Vienna, thc German 
Govornuent nevertheless does not went to neglect, for the sake of

Therefore, & crisis of the 
Cabinet occurred in Vienna which, on the llth of March, resulted in 
the resignation of the former Chancellor end in the formation of г 
now Cebinct. It is untrue that the Reich used forceful pressure 

to bring about this devclopment. Especially the assertion which was 
spread later by the former Chancellor, that the German Government had 
presented the Fodorzl President with a conditional ultimatum, is a 
pure invention; according to the ultimatum he had to appoint a 
proposed candidate as Chancellor and to form a Cabinet conforming to 
the proposals of the German Government, otherwise the invasion of 
Austria by German troops was held in prospect. The truth of the 
matter is that the question of sending military or police forces fron 
the Reich was only brought vp when the newly formed Austrian Cabinet 
addrossed 2 tclogram, alreoxdy published vy the press, to the German 
Government, urgently asking for the disr:.tch of German troops as soon 
as possible in order to rostoro peace ari order ond to avoid bloodshed. 
Faced with the immediately threetoning «anger of a bloody civil war in 
Austria, tho German Government then decidod to comply with the eppeal 
addressed to it. 


This being the siate of affairs, it is impossible that the 
attitude of the Germer Uovermmens, as asserted in your letter, could 
lead to some unforescceble reactions. А complete picture of the 
political situction is givon in the proclametioa which, at noon 
today, the German Reich Chancellor hes addressed to the Gernen people. 
Dengerous reactions to this situation can take place only if eventually 
& third party should try to exercise ita influence, contrary to the 
peaceful intentions and legitimate aims cf the Gorman Government on 
the shaping of events in Austria, which would be incompatible with 
the right of self-government of the Germen people.

General of the United states of america in Berlin, I was in close 
touch because of my duties and because of the necessities of the 
times with the diplomatie repressntatives not only of ingland and 
Franco but with those of Yugoslavia, Czoonoslovakia, Poland, Hun- 
gary, austria, Bulgaria, Bunanis, Gre2ce, Turkey and Holland. І

As 
the domination of the vermans increased within Gernany as the mili- 
tary program progressed and as the German people increasingly be- 
came imbued with the Nazi spirit, and more rapidly than even the 
most fanatic ۱۵218 had believed possible, their power increased in- 
credibly within and without Germany.  .ithin Germany there was an 
attitude of complete apathy so far as resistance was concerned. 
“ithout Germany in the smaller countries whieh felt themselves 
threatened, the fear constantly became greater. It was this grow- 
ing sense of power and the realization cr she fear and lack of mea- 
Sures of resistance from the outside thet rapidly caused the Nazi 
idea to expand with respect to domination over Europe апа in fact 
over the world.

AS the Nazi leaders of чегпапу realized, however, that these 
limited and uncertain gains were not surficient to insure the suc- 
cess of her program, they did not lessen their rearmament at home 
SO as to increase terror and fear. austria and vzechoslovakiía 
might easily have been saved and her neishbors persuaded to combine 
with thei in mutual self defense if Englandi and Zrance at that time, 
with or without Italy's assistance, had shown adequate evidence of 
resisting the erman progran. Nazi leaders at that time were most 
insistent and persistent in endeavorinz to deternine the reactions 
to their program in Italy and in France ani to a certain extent in 
the United 9tates. They were eager to know бо what degree these 
countries would resist their progran. They гад no regard as to 
what the smaller countries of zurope might 2961 or think or do. 
Iheir physical power was already so great that that was no Longer 
a matter of concern to then. I recall conversations with Nazi 
leaders at this stage, when I happened to see them in Germany on 
trips from Vienna to Perlin, during which they showed a childish 
eagerness to get my reaction to what they were doing and when I 
told them that they were precipitating a war in which Germany would 
be defeated and her power in surope 
but perhaps for centuries, Shey laughed nv face Said that 
Bngland and france and we ‘would do nothing ana tney knew it. 


Germany succeeded 1 reventing any su:h combinations hy 
creating divisions and by persuading Franco and эп 18۳80 to acquiesce, 
as the price of peace, in the "ornan o pansicn in Southeastern Sur- 
оре, in exchange for precari j Security in the west. 


While Italy openly opposea efforts at Anschluss with austria 
in 1954, Italian ambitions in abyssinia provided vernany with the 
opportunity to sov discord between Italy and trance and England 
and to win Italy over to acceptance of "ermany's program in exchange 
for German support of Italy's plans in Abyssinia. The Nazis made 
little effort to conceal their motives in Supporting Italian colon- 
ial adventures. In the suumor of 1955, I was informed by a porson 
whose namo І do not recall at this time bus who vas thoroughly 
informed as to all developments in Gsrmany, that the Nazis were 
eagerly awaiting an Italian-abyssinian war to give them a free hand 
in Centrul zuropo. I reported at the timo: 


"...lHio emphasized that in the party it was dəfin- 
itely reckoned with that war between Italy and 
Abyssinia was incvitable, and that this would 
cause disturbances in the European situation which 
the regime felt it must be free to reap all benc- 
fit from..."
